main for the time being.

WASHINGTON, May 16.—The net re- 
sult of the military conference at EF! 
Paso, as reported today by Major-Gen- 
eral Scott to Secretary Baker, has been 
to convince the Carranza Government 
that the United States has no other pur- 
pose in its operations in Northern Mex- 
ico to stamp out brigandage and 
48 @ consequence there exists substan- 
tially an unwritten understanding that 
the Carranza forces shall endeavor:to 
demonstrate their ability to handle the 
situation as the necessary first step to- 
ward withdrawal of the American ex- 
pedition. 

Secretary Baker laid before President 
Wilson and the Cabinet the information 
brought by Major General Scott. After 
*’the Cabinet meeting it was reiterated 
that no armed intervention was in pros- 
pect and that the situation apparentiy 
was improving. Information laid before 
the Cabinet was to the effect that the 
Carranza Government was making hea/‘I- 
way im controlling the country and ii 
establishing civil government and was 
‘becoming stronger. “" : 

Gen. Scott believes Gen...Obregon is 
acting in good faith and that the border 
situation is less critical today, so far 
as the American Government is con- 
cerned. 

‘ What Obregon Is to Do. 

To carry out his share of the plans, 
Gen, Obregon has agreed to occupy 
and police the Parral- district, and 
search the mountainous regions to the 
west of that town for remnants of 
Villa’s followers. He also agreed to 
establish a strong putrol line along 
the Mex! Side of the Big Bend 
country to prevent incursions such as 
that at Glenn Springs and Bodquillas. 
For that purposs. Gen. Obregon has or- 
dered into those regions 10,000 troops 
under Gen. Trevino, said to be the most 
efficient field commander in the Car- 
Tanza army. Advices t» the War and 
State Department indicate that the 
movements are being carried out 
promptly. 

Anothé? important element and one 
which American army officers regarded 
as most vital to Brigadier General Per- 
shing’s line of communications, was 
cleared up by Gen. Obregon’s agree- 
ment not to bring the large force of Car- 
ranza’s troops in. Sonora through Pulpit

On their side, Gen. Scott and Gen

The banks 
will be permitted to obtain only $100 
worth of pennies and $600 worth of 
nickels in exchange for larger coins 
each week.

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COUNT VON MOLTKE 
SAYS ALLIES. ARE 
AT A STANDSTILL 


Former Head of German . Army 
Discusses Various Phases 
of War. 


BERLIN, via London, May 16.— 
The position of the Central Powers 
justifies the belief that the entente 
allies will not be able to accomplish 
more in the future than they have 
in the past, which is “nothing,’ in 
the opinion of Lieutenant-General 
Count Helmuth von Moltke, chief of 
the supplementary general staff of 
the German army, expressed in an 
interview granted to the Berlin cof- 
respondent of the Hungarian news- 
paper, A-Vilag. 

This is the first public statement from 
the former head of the German army 
since his retirement from the position of 
Chief of Staff after the battle of the 
Marne and may be accepted as the gen: 
eral view of the army.” . 

France, says Gen, von Moltke, al- 
ready has nearly all her available 
reserves in the field and has recruit- 
ed her youngest men to an extent 
exceeding that of the Central Pow- 
ers. AsS to England, even if she 
adopts compulsery . servica,-~ that’ 
measure will add only a few hundred 
thousand men to the force she al- 
ready has in the field and will have 
little effect in determining the war, 
in the opinion of the General. 

Russians Blocked He Says. 

The Russians, he declares, are unable 
to assume a general offensive, and the 
lines of the central Powers in Russia 
are so strong that they cannot be 
breached, while the Italians stand in 
the same place they did a year ago, 
and it is inconcelvable that they can 
break the Austrian line, In response 
tv a question as to whether he believed 
the United States would continue to 
furnish ammunition to the allies, even 
in the case of a breach of diplomatic 
relations or actual war; or whether it 
would retain the ammunition for itself, 
Gen. von Maltke replied: “I am firmly 
convinced that nothing will hinder 
America from continuing to furnish 
ammunition. America desires to do 
business, and her desire {is comprehen- 
sible. Her chief aim is good business. 
President Wilson has heretofore issued 
no prohibition upon the exportation of 
ammunition, nor will he in the future. 
The Americans decldre that they are 
not violating neutrality by munition 
exports because they also would have 
giadly furnished munitions to us. This 
is. however, as it chances, unnecessary. 

Munitions Are Equalized. 

“The Government factories do not 
furnish any ammunition to the entente, 
but that is Immaterial, for the private 
factories simply furnish the more. It 
is therefore not to be expected that 
whatever the course of the war, Amer- 
ica will stop furnishing ammunition 
to the allies.” Gen. von Moltke de- 
clared that the central Powers were 
able to make all the ammunition they 
required and that at first they had the 
advantage of’ the allies in this respect. 
But American shipments had equalized 
the situation. ,

STRIKERS ACCEPT 
COMPROMISE PLAN 
OF THE BUILDERS 


Laborers Will Return to Work 
Tomorow; Scale to Be 30 
Cents an Hour. 


~MEANS. A 


Excavators and Wreckers Will 
Meet Tomorrow to Try to 
Reach. Agreement. 


The strike of 3000 men, which has tied 
up building jobs in St. Louis since May 
1, was virtually settled this afternoon, 
when an agreement was reached be- 
tween the Building Trades Council and 
the Master Builders’ Association; wher2- 
by the building contractors agree to pay 
members of the Hod Carriers’ and 


Building Laborers’ Union No. 22 50 
cents an hour for a nine-hour day. Time 
and one-half will be paid for overtime. 
and double time will be paid for Sunday 
and holiday work. This recently formed 
independent union of hod carriers and 
laborers ig not recognized as a union. 

This settlement means that work will 
be resumed tomorro morning on all 
buildings which are above the excava- 
tion stage. An agreement has not yet 
been reached with the excavating and 
wrecking contractors. The laborers are 
demanding 27% cents an hour for exca- 
vating and 25 cents an hour for wreck- 
ing.: A conference on this demand will 
be held tomorrow. 

The men have been reeciving trom 20 
to 2 cents an hour building labor and 
from 9 to 17% cents an hour for wreck- 
ing and excavating on basis of a 10-hour 
day. \. 

Father Dempsey Suggested Terms. 

Today’s settlement was the one sug- 
gested by the Rev. Father Timothy 
Dempsey, who twice in the last year has 
successfully arbitrated teamsters 
strikes. 

Hodcarriers’ and Builders’ Laborers’ 
Union is a recently formed organization, 
independent of a larger and stronger 
union of hodcarriers. It is affiliated 
with the Building Trades Council,, byt 
tire vider organization is not. G 

The newly formed union on May 1 de- 
+manded 3S cents an hour for an eight- 
hour day, time and a half for overtime 
and double time for Sundays dnd holi- 
days. It also demanded recognition -as 
@ union. 

Men in some of the building trades af- 
fillated with the Building Trades Coun- 
cil went out on a sympathetie strike 
when these demands were refused and 
since then building in St. Louis has beea 
at a standstill. 


Another Conference Tomorrow. 
The only hitch now remaining to pre- 


vent a full settlement of the strike 
the demand that the wrecking contra:- 
tors pay 2% cents and the excavating 
contractors 30 cents. It is believed that 
a compromise.on this demand will '> 
reached at tomorrow's mecting. Con- 
tractors hitherto have refused to limit 
themselves to union men for this class 
wf work. 

Plans for a permanent toard of 
arbitration, to prevent even short 
strikes in future, and to save both 
wcrkers and employers the loss 
which strikes always entail, are un- 
der consideration. Such a board may 
be created asa direct result of the 
present settlement. With such a 
bedy in existencs, disputes would be 
settled while the men remain at 
werk. This plan has been success- 
fully tested in Chicago in the building 
trades. 


NOT ENOUGH NATURAL GAS 
TO SUPPLY EAST ST, LOUIS 


Mayor Tells Counctl He Has Been 
So Informed by Officer of the 
Cahekia Compary. 

Mayor Moliman told the City Council 
last night that it is doubtful if East St. 
Louis will get any natural gas. He 
said Thomas Gillespie, an officer of the 
Cahokia Gas and Oil Co., told him that 
the supply was insufficient, and that 
pipes would not be laid to East St. Louis 

until it fe seen how the fleld develops. 

Councilman Fowler replied that he 
had figures to prove that the field is 
producing 100,000,000 cubic feet a day, 
which is more than all Madison County 
could possibly use, and he expressed the 
opinion that “somebody was trying to 
pull the wool over the Council’s eyes.”’ 

Molimas assured the Councilmen that 
the company would not be allowed to 
put natural gas into East St. Louis 
‘mains without the assent of the Council.

GERMAN FOOD PLAN 


Recent Census of Supplies Shows 
Need of Much Greater 
Economy. 


DICTATORSHIP 


Distribution of All Supplies Will 
Be Regulated From One 
Department.

BERLIN, via Amsterdam and London, 


May 16.—Dress is no tonger a topic for 
conversation among German women. It 
has. been completely surovl-nted by tae 
food question. Wherever two women 
meet it is, “Oh, what did you have to 
eat today”’ ‘“‘How ltong did your serv- 


ant bave to stand in line?’ 

One tells how she ..as a cousin who 
has a meat market or a butter store; 
which makes it easier for her to get 
supplies. There was a time when the 
average woman of Berlin did not like 
to admit she was related to a butcher, 
a butter shop proprietor or a store- 
keeper, but today Berlin women tell 
with pride of such relationships. To be 
next of kin to a butcher, a waker or a 
m'lkman now raises one above ‘the co:mn- 
mon level. 

There has been still greater restri-:- 
tion and economy in tne use and dis- 
tribution of butter, which is now Jim- 
ited to a quarter of a pound a week 
for each person. It is planned to keep 
butter consumption within one-third of 
what it was in 1915. 


“Goulash Cannons” a Success. 

Experiments with “goulash cannon” 
or “‘wheeled ‘distributing kitchens’’ in 
the suburb of Lichtenberg have >soved 
so successful that Charlcttenburg, one 
of the tine residential sections of Ber- 
lin, is establishing and installing thent 
These distribute steamins; hot stew and 
other dishes, cooked in the _ central 
kitchens. The stew is sold at 8 cents 
per= quart. 

The April census of livestock has 
shown the necessity for greater care in 


til fall. Today a conference at the min- 
istry of the interior impresses hotel 
and restaurant owners ‘hat restrictive 
measures must be enforced. 

As soon as the new department of 
ministry, which is to take charge of 
the feeding of Germany’s 70,000,000 is 
organized, the entire empire is to be on 
uniform rations. Maximum prices and 
the strictest economy sre to be en- 
forced. Every possible wastage and 
leakage is to be stopped. 

Stories in: London newspapers of food 
riots in Germany are declared to be in- 
consistent with the facts. So far as 
concerns the demonstration in and 
around Berlin, from personal investiga- 
tion it appears that the anger of the 
crowds is directed wholly against the 
food usurers. Reports that this or that 
nieat market or butter store has secret- 
ed quantéties of food find ready cred- 
ence, even when untrue, and are quickly 
productive of a_run and a demonstration 
against this ‘‘enemy of the Fatherland’”’ 
by the angry hausfraus and _ their 
servants. 


Stories of Firing on People Denied. 

Allegations that the police or the mil- 
itary have fired many times upon such 
demonstrations, or that peopc have 
been killed tn or around Berlin, as pub- 
lished abroad, so far as I have seen or 
been able to ascertain from those taking 
part in such demonstrations, appear to 
have been wholly untrue. 

In only one case, where the crowd 
stormed a’ market, the proprietor of 
which had concealed a considerable 
quantity of meats supplied to him by 
the municipality, was it necessary for 
the police to draw their swords to prove 
that they were in earnest. In the ma- 
jcrity of riots the police have been 
showing wnusual consideration in deal- 
ing with the people. 

Two questions confront the. German 
people, the German press and the Ger- 
man ‘Government, now that the Ameri- 
can crisis is considered .to be ended. 
These are the reorganization of the 
ministry of the interior, precipitated by 
the resignation of Minister Delbreuck, 
and the food question. Although several 
Berlin papers denied the statement made 
to the Post-Dispatch on May 10 that 
Germany was considering the advisa- 
bility of establishing what in effect 
would be a Minister of Food, the Co- 
logne Gazette, in a dispatch from Ber- 
lin today, confirms the story. The 
Berlin Zeitung am Mittag today refers 
to it as a dictatorship for foodstuffs.”’ 

It will be the task of the Minister of 
Food or whatever title may be given to 
the man who will fill this contemplated 
central department or ministry of food- 
stuffs, to control and direct the sup- 
plies and the feeding of the besieged 
empire's population. It will constitute 
the most gigantic paternal and social- 
fatic plan known for feeding the people 
of a nation upon an’ equal ‘asis. It is 
no longer a war of chivalrous arms on 
|the battlefield, but.is the German stom- 
ach against the British hunger noose 
about Germany’s throat. 

Other States in Conference. 

Conferences are being held dafly. to- 
gether with representatives of Bavaria, 
Saxony, Wurtemberg and the other 
states which make u> the empire, at 
which plans for a complete centraliza- 
tion in obtaining supplies and distrib- 
uting them are discussed. I am in- 
fermed there have been objections from 
some of the German states, which 
guard jealously their individual state

MAN LOCKED IN

Morris Goldfelder, 42 years old, of 


1487 Biddle street, a secondhand cloth- 
ing dealer, was held a prisoner in the 
Dayton Street Police Station from 5:30 | 
last evening until midnight, because of 
an expression of suspicion made against 
him by Octavius C. McCune, prison 
guard at the station, who lives at 455°

Goldfelder “was arrested by specia's 
from the Dayton Street Station, after 
the police of the Wyoming Street Sta- 
tion. where McCune first reported the 
matter, had questioned Goldfelder and 
released him.

Goldfelder called at the McCune home 
a few days ago and bought some gar- 
ments.

HUSBAND APPEARS. 
JUST IN TIME T0 
STOP HS FUNERAL 


‘Widow’ Had Made Elaborate 
Arrangements for Burial of 
Wrong Man Today. 


The “funeral” of William T. Turner, 
43 years old, of 2123 South Seventh 
street, which was scheduled to take 
plece at 2 o'clock this afternoon 
from the Witt funeral parlors, -809 
Hickory street, was suddenly post- 
poned this morning when Mrs. Tur- 
ner excitedly telephoned Charles 
Witt of the undertaking firm that 
her husband, who had been missing 
since March 11, had returned home. 

Mrs. Turner and several neighbors 
had identified a body which was 
taken from the river last Wednes- 
cay as that of Turner. The body 
was that of a man about 40 years 
old, and apparently had been in the 
river about a’month, but Mf Tur- 
ner and Mrs. Adeliza Lambert of 514 
Htickory street, and Mrs. Lecta 
Thompson of 611 Hickory street 
were positive when they visited the 
mcergue two days ago that a blue 
suit, which was on the body, was one 
worn by Turner when he disappeared. 

Mrs. Turner made her identification 
still more positive by declaring that a 
hole in the dead man’s head was like 
one which the missing Turner bore, 
received in an accident several years 
ago. She also identified scars on the 
dead man’s body. 

An inquest was held yesterday over 
the body. at which Mrs, Turner and 
her neighbors testified. The “widow” 
had had the body removed’ to the un- 
dertaking parlors and had gone to 
considerable expense for ‘the funeral, 
purchasing an expensive casket.

German Precedents Are Cited

While the main controversy between 


the United States and Germany appears 
to be settled by the new German pledge 
hereafter to conform her submarine 
operations to the established laws of 


naval warfare, the cases of the Sussex, 
Lusitania and others remajiy to be dis- 
posed -of before the dangerous conditions 
in the relations of the two Governments 
are entirely removed. In each of these 
cases there must be disavowal and rep- 
aration and adequate punishment of the 
responsible authors of the illegal acts. 

The United States 
cepted the disavowal and offer of indem- 
nity made in the German note of May 
11 in the Sussex case, but it is reported 
to be seeking to learn the character of 
punishment inflicted upon the command- 
er of the submarine which attacked the 
channel steamer. The German note gaid 
merely: 

“It also disapproves of the ctohuss of 
the commander, who has been appropri- 
ately punished.’’ 

The United States Government, ac- 
cording to reports from Washington, ap- 
parently feels that punishment in this 
case should be severely exemplary. The 
term “appropriately punished’’ ‘s so 
vague that inquiry might very properlv 
be made to learn definitely of its cnar- 
acter and to decline to aequiesce in the 
measures taken if they should appear to 
be inadequate. 

While it has been reported that the 
‘United States might insist upon the ex- 
treme penalty in the case of the Sussex 
commander, it has been contrary to the 
practice of our State Department in 
cases of the kind to contend for a spe- 
cifle penalty, but rather to leave the 
punishment to the discretion of the oth- 
er state, where there was no reason to 
question its good faith. 

Germany Practice Different. 

The practice of Germany, on the other 
hand, has been quite different, as may 
be seen from the history of the Boxer 
uprising in China in 1900. In June of 
that year, during the siege of the lega- 
tions in Pekin, Baron von Ketteler, the 
German Minister, was shot and killed. 
En Hai, a Manchu ofifcer, who was in 
command of the soldiers who fired wun 
the Minister’s chair, was arrested. On 
Dec. 31 the German military authorities 
composing a part of the allied expe:it- 
tionary forces, took. En Hai to the spt 
where Von Ketteler was killed and pub- 
licly beheaded him. Not content with 
this, Germany required an expiatory 
mission from the Chinese Emperor to 
the German Emperor, headed by Prince 
Ch’un, and the erection of a memorial 
arch the whole width of the street at 
the spot where Von Ketteler died, ir- 
scribec with expressions of regret cf 
the Emperor of China in the German, 
Latin and Chinese languages. 

After the expeditionary forces had 
raised the siege and China opened ne- 
gotiations for peace through Li Hung 
Chang, the Imperial German charge at 
Washington stated that his Government 
deemed it a preliminary condition.to ne- 
gotiation that the Chinese Government 
should surrender for punishment such

Secretary Hay, replying, said that 
while the United States proposed to hold 
the responsible authors to the utte-- 
most accountability, ‘‘no punitive meas- 
ures can be so effective by way of 
reparation for wrongs suffered and 4s 
deterrent examples for the future as 


responsible authors by the supreme im- 
rerial authority itself.’’ 

Whiletthe United States insisted upon 
commensurate punishment in every 
case, it did not itself attempt to desig- 
nate the penalties. In several instances 
Secretary Hay addressed the Chinese 
Minister upon the ‘‘vagueness in regard 
to the punishment which some of the 
inculpated persons are to receive,” and 
declared, “‘it would be most regrettable 
if Prince Tuan, who appears from con- 
current testimony of the legations in 
Peking to have been one of the fore- 
most in the proceedings complained of, 
should escape such full measure of ex- 
emplary punishment as the facts war- 
rant, or if Kang Yi and Chao-Shu-Chiao 
should receive other than their just de- 
serts.”’ 

Punishment Was Satisfactory, 

Through the stand of the United 
States the Chinese Government was left 
free to carry out its own punishments, 
which proved to be satisfactory. Prince 
Tuan was sentenced to death, Chao- 
Shu-Chiao td suicide, and posthumous 
degradation was inflicted upon Kang Yi, 
who had taken his life. Many others 
were similarly sentenced to death and 
exile. 

Reverting to the guilt of German sub- 
marine commanders in their violations 
of the laws of naval warfare, there is 
no difficulty in inflicting punishment 
where the commanders have violated 
admiralty instructions. Such a case is 
presented in the torpedoing of the Sus- 
sex, an unarmed and unresisting pas- 
senger vessel. 
ty instructions required previous warn- 
ing as to such vessels and an oppor- 
tunity for those on board to take to 
the boats. But the Lusitania case ap- 
pears different; that vessel was torpe- 
doed without warning, apparently in 
pursuance of specific instructions. The 
commander obeyed orders, as he was 
bound to do, notwithstanding the or- 
ders were contrary to law. 

The responsibility in this case is, 
therefore, upon the German Govern- 
ment, perhaps upon the Grand Admiral 
or the Kaiser himself. When we con- 
sider the popularity of the submarine 
in Germany as a weapon of war and the 
ardent esteem in which their command- 
ers are held, the infliction of punish- 
ment upon them, involving degradation, 
becomes a matter of serious internal 
concern. It might even jeopardize the 
stability of the State. The United States 
will no doubt wisely take these circum- 
stances into consideration and not ask 
more than it can reasonably hope can 
be granted. 

The German Government can perhaps 
go no further safely than to transfer 
the blame to Admiral von Tirpitz as 
the responsible author of past illegal 
practices and to contend that he has 
already been punished by his retire- 
} ment. 
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garding the activities of Casement

BY LATITUDE AN DLONGITUDE 


Senate Committee Adopts Amend- 
ment Removing Japanese From 
Immigration Bill. 
WASHINGTON, May 16.—To ‘meet 
Japan's objection to having the so- 
called ‘‘gentleman’s agreement”’ for the 
restriction of immigration enacted into 
law in the pending immigration bill, the 
Senate Immigration Committee today 
agreed upon an amendment which re- 
moves the Japanese entirely from the 
bill but accomplishes Asiatic exclusion 
otherwise, by a specification of latitude 
and longitude which will take in China, 
Siberia, India and the islands of the 
Malay Archipelago with the exception 
of the Philippines. It leaves immigra- 
tion from Japan to be governed entirely 
by the Root-Takahira agreement. The 
change is understood to be-satisfactory 

to the State Department. 

From the great block of territory in 
Central Asia the only country excepted 
from the blanket exclusion is Persia. 
Restriction on immigration from Persia 
is imposed, however, by a special treaty. 
That China, along most of its sea coast, 
ig not in “excluded” territory, but the 
Chinese exclusions laws of this country 
would be applicable there.

Shupp Sure of Facts. 

The Rev. W. C. Shupp, superintendent 
of the Missouri Anti-Saloon League. on 
his return to St. Louis from Springfield, 
Mo.. today, said: 

*“‘We have established the fact that the 
St. Louis Coffin Co., of which Gardner 
is president, gratuitously sent liquor to 
its customers and that the liquor was 
shipped in coffins. This was done in 
1907 or 1908. We do not knew whether it 
has been done since then. 

“A former superintendent of vhe 
league, now dead, had a letter written 
by the St. Louis Coffin Co. to a custom- 
er in which the inducement was held out 
that if he would buy coffins from the 
company he would receive wsifts of liquor 
with the shipments.

Chamberlain Says Measure Gives 
Available Force of 7 18,500 
in Time of War. 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—Revised fig- 
ures on the army reorganization bil! as 
agreed upon by House and Senate con- 
ferees and submitted to the Senate to- 
day by Chairman Chamberlain show hat 
the new army will be even targer than 
announced when agreement was reached 
last Saturday, 

Careful analysis shows the maximum 
strength in time of peace will be 211,00 
officers and men, including 7,00 staff 
troops, Philippine scouts and wunas- 
signed recruits, and that the war 
strength will be 236,500 officers and com- 
batant troops, which with staff troops, 
scouts, etc., added, will bring the aggre- 
gate maximum strength of the reguiar 
army to 261,500. 

The national guard as reorganized 
would total 457,000, making a total of 
718,50 available. 

Chamberiain Telis of Bill. 

"The results of the work of the con- 
ferees while possibly disappginting to 
some few who have made hobbies of cer- 
tain features,’’ Senator Chamberlain told 
the Senate, ‘“‘must. # a whole Le wel- 
comed by all who are reasonable and 
unprejudiced, as a good bill. For the 
first time in our history we have provid- 
ed for an army that is well balanced 
throughout and which will be an effi- 
cient fighting machine. 

“It provides {or troops enough for the 
required overseas garrisons and the re- 


‘maining troops at home will be such as 


will make up complete brigades and di- 
visions and the regular army wtll no 
longer be a hit-and-mise collection of 
regiments and battalions as it has here- 
tofore heen, due to piecemeal legislation 
of former years. 

“Not only are the higher tactical units 
properly provided for, but the internal 
structure of regiments and companies 
of all arms has been tmproved to. meet 
the requirements of lessons learned in 
recent wars. 

“The company units will no longer be 
skeletons but real working units of 
about two-thirds war strength. An in- 
fantry company will be 100 men in peace 
and 150 in war; a troop of cavalry will 
be 70 in peace and 106 in war: a battery 
will be 126 men in peace ond 19 in war 

National Guard Strengthenacd. 

“The Officers’ Reserve Corps and tlie 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps have 
been adopted as written in both riginal 
bills. They provide for the education, 
selection and training of civilians in 
time of peace for the duties of officers in 
time of war. 

“The national guard will have greater 
inducements to improve and progress 
than was hoped for before this year and 
it will be on trial during the next few 
years to prove that the claims made by 
its representatives were correct and ‘hat 
{i was only held back from becoming a 
real asset in our national defense bv 
forces over which it had no control. 
These obstacles, it is hoped, have reen 
removed in the new bill and time alone 
san tell whether. or not the nationai 
guard wil! take its place as an impor- 
tant factor in the army.”

“Sept. 2 was selected yesterday by the 
Contest Committee of the Aero Club of 
America as the date for starting the na- 
tional transcontinental aeroplane compe- 
tition. Mr, Alan R. Hawley, president 
of the Aero Club and chairman of the 
Contest Committee, suggested this date 
as offering the advantages of a week- 
and preceding the Labor day holiday. 

Many Inquiries Made. 


“Inquiries by telegraph and telephonk 


to the Aero Club indicated that the 
contest initiated by Mr. Ralph Pulitzer’s 
offer of a trophy for annual competi- 
tion has aroused keener interest than 
any event in aeronautics In America for 
many years. Several aeroplane con- 
#tructors confirmed previous verbal of- 
fers to enter the transcontinental race. 

“One newspaper in the Middle West tn- 
quired as to how it could assure its 
city. being placed on the route and of- 
fered to raise the necessary prize money, 
A member of the Aero Ctut, as an inai- 
vidual, ¢onsulted members of the com- 
mittee in reference to offering-$10,000 as 
a second prize. 

“The Contest Committee discussed at 
length possible routes, including the 
Lincoln highway from New York to 
San Francisco. Definite decision will 
be deferred pending receipt of offers of 
prizes from the communities through 
which the race may be flown. 

“Philadelphia wi]l probably be the first 
control.and landing place, as that city 
offers a short flight, enabling aviators 
to tune up and adjust their machines. 
A group of Philadelphia sportsmen who 
ere learning to fly under the leadership 
of Robert Glendinning, a banker, has 
provided the aerial landing place, which 
is the first essential in putting a com- 
munity on the map of aviation. 

Open Space Needed. 

“Open space ndt less than one-quarter 

of a mile square, properly policed and 
accessible, is the first requisite, and 
cities that bid for control stations on 
the transcontinental aerial highway 
must be prepared to furnish such fa- 
cilities. 
_ “Uniess the up-State New York cities 
should outbid those of the southern 
route the aerial highway will probably 
be laid: out through Philadelphia and 
Pittsburg by way of either Baltimore 
and Washington or Harrisburg. From 
Pittsburg the route may follow the Lin- 
eoln highway through Canton, Mans- 
field, Lima and Fort Wayne or swing 
northward through Cleveland, Toledo 
and South Bend to Chicago. 

“Since one of the objects of the trans- 
eontinenta] race this year ts to prepare 
aviators and machines for possible 
needs along the Mexican border, the 
route from Chicago will run through 
St. Louls and thencé through Kansas 
City and Oklahoma towns or through 
Arkansas to Dallas, Fort Worth, Waco, 
Austin and San Antonio, striking there 
the headquarters of army operations.

Robert E. Nolker, president of the 
Aero Club of St. Louis. today said 


that he wanted to see St. Louis be- 
fcome one of the controls in the New 
York-San Francisco air race. He is 
waiting to hear from the Aero Club 
of America before acting. 

Alan R. Hawley, . president, 
Henry Woodhouse, governor of the 
Aero Club of America, yesterday 
authorized the Post-Dispatch to an- 
nounce that as soon as St. Louis can 
guarantee money for prizes it will 
be definitely and finally designated 
as one of the controls in the race. 

Albert Bond Lambert, former pres- 
ident of the Aero Club of St. Louis, 
thought that the parade grounds at 
Jefferson Barracks would be about 
the only suitable landing place near 
St. Louis. He suggested that if St. 
Louis were to put up prize money 
to become one of the controls, that 
the aviators should be compelled to 
start together from each control, and 
upon reaching sthe next control wait 
until the others had caught up.

Daily Mail Says Ireland Is to Be

“First—To Irishmen is to be given a 
greater share in the government of their 
country.

PLENTY OF ROOMS 


HERE FOR VISITORS 
TO THE CONVENTION 


Reservations All Made for Dele- 
gates and There Are Plenty 
of Accomodations Left. 


Delegates and visitors to St. Louls 


during the Democratic national conven- 
tion, beginning June 14, will not be put 


to the necessity of renting private 
homes on account of exhaustion of the 
supply of hotel rooms, as is the case 
of the Republican convention in Chi- 
cago. 

* Nearly all of the state delegations 
have been placed in the principal ho- 
tels, according to James FE.

There will be 
more than 2000 delegates and alternates, 
and they will all have accommodations 
in leading hotels.

Five or six states which have not 
held their primaries yet have not made 
their reservations, but rooms are being 
held for distribution to them. The Cal- 
ifornia delegation was assigned yester-

Points to People’s Loss. 

“The effect of the decision has been a 

depreciation of the securities and a loss 
to the people of St. Louis and adjacent 
territory from their substantial re- 
sources in an amount approximating 
from $15,000,000 to $18,000.00. This large 
value has been wiped out completely and 
the people who own these securities 
have sustained losses to this extent. "The 
city will lose its ad valorem tax upon 
this amount of dissipated value. Every- 
thing that takes value from the citizen 
is as disastrous in its effect as a tre- 
mendous conflagration which wipes out 
property worth an equal amount. 
“Some persons seem to think that even 
if the mill tax is unjust, the’ United 
Railways ought to pay it an® then ap- 
peal to the people to repeal the ordi- 
mance. The moral aspect of such a> 
argument is shocking. If unjust. the tax 
should not be exacted. It is immoral 
to demand that which has accrued as a 
ransom from further unjust exactions. 

“But, it may be said that if the re. 
Fult of the collection of this tax should 
titimately be the bankruptcy of the 
United Railways Co. and its sale and re- 
crganization, the citizens of St. Louis 
will obtain some compensation thereby 
in having a less.capital invested tn the 
Property, less capital to pay interest 
upon and a beiter service. 


“The city can never hope to get a 
more liberal system of transportation 
than that provided by the United Ra!l- 
ways Co. The average return which it 
gets from the carriage of each passen- 
ger, when transfers are taken into ac 
count, is about 3 cents. Nearly one-half 
cf the passengers obtain transfers.

U. R. APPARENTLY 
CAN NO LONGER 
EVADE MILL TAX 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 16.—The 
latest phase of the mill tax litigation, 
which was apparently ended yesterday 
by the State Supreme Court’s action in 
cverruling the company’s motion to cor- 
rect the Court’s former decree, can be 
outlined as follows: 

The Motion—Former Judge 
‘Priest présents his compliments to 
Judge Woodson, and begs to suggest 
that Judge Woodson did not write 
what he meant to write in his de- 
cision against the company; and he 
asks that Judge Woodson kindly 
amend his opinion of that time, so as 
to say what Judge Priest thinks that 

Judge Woodson ought to have said, 

and incidentally so as ‘to permit 

Judge Priest to take the case to the 

United States Supreme Court again. 


The Reply—Judge Woodson 
presents. his compliments to former 


Judge Priest, and begs to inform him 
that he wrote what he meant, and 
meant what he wrote, and that he 
declines’ to make the literary and 
technical changes suggested, or to 
aid Judge Priest in getting the case 
to Washington again, for another 
two years’ delay. 


Case Apparently Ended. 
Lawyers say the court’s action leaves 


apparently no room either for another 
motion in the State courts, or for an 
appeal to the United States Supreme 
Court, and that the company wil] have 
to pay the judgment of $2,300,000, af- 
firmed against it by the United States 
Supreme Court April 10, or forfeit its 
bond. 

This view of the matter was announced 
by City Counselor Daues in advance of 
the court's decision. He said-that the 
only purpose of Priest’s motion was to 
furnish a pretext for getting the case 
back into the United States Supreme 
Court, and that if the motion was de- 
nied there would be no chance for him 
to do this. 

Judge Priest, in his motion, ‘charged 
Judge Woodson with two “‘inadver- 
tences” in the wording of his opinion, 
which he wrote as a separate opinion, 
concurring with Judges Walker, Lamm 
and Brown. He said the court “should 
grant Judge Woodson the right to so 
amend his opinion as to relieve it from 
any misconstruction.”’ 

Wanted Chance to Appeal. 

He adds that “Then the Supreme Court 
of the United States would have juris- 
diction to review this cause in respect 
ot the validity of the construction given 
by this court to its former opinion, as 
it should in right and justice be per- 
mitted to do.” 

The court’s ruling on the motion was 
written by Judge Woodson, who said 
he concurred in the majority opinion on 
all points of law considered, and not on 
a single point, as Judge Priest inferred 
that he did. “I am therefore,’’ he wrote, 
“of the opinion that the motion should 
be overruled.”

The cause of the explosion is«not 
known, and according to officials of the 
company may never be ascertained, as 
all those believed to have been in the 
Luilding where the first explosion oc- 
curred are dead. 

Trinitrololuol is not considered an ex- 
plostve risk, and company officials be- 
lieve it caught fire before exploding. 
This blast caused a nearby building, in 
which . nitro-benzol is manufa¢tured, to 
Liow up. So great was the force that 


jtwo buildings some distance away, in 


which huxite was manufactured, were 
wrecked, but the explosives did not go 
off. ‘ 

Many of eee killed and injured were 
outside the buildings involved and were 
either killed or hurt by flying debris. 
Two of the dead remain unidentified and 
two other workmen are missing and 
believed dead by the company officials. 

Trinitrololuol and nitro-benzol are used 
in filling shells and mines.

In speaking of the recent uprising in 
Iyublin, Judge Ryan said the revolt, 
which was planned for a later date, was 
started ahead of the time when the Sinn 
Feiners feared that through wholesale 
errests of their leaders they would be 
disorganized. 

‘*‘Leaders were arrested and many de- 
ported, and journalists allied with the 
Sinn Fein movement were arrested,’ he 
said. *““‘The Government went so far as 
to break up the presses and type cases 
of newspapers not in strict sympathy 
with its policies and the forces of the 
Sinn Feiners were fast dwindling. They 
were forced to strike when they did or 
be hopelessly disorganized. Every man 
who signed the proclamation of liberty 
Knew he signed his death warrant if the 
revolt failed, yet they did not hesitate. 
Theirs was an example of the spirit 
with which all Ireland is imbued.’’ 

Judge Ryan compared the Dublin re- 
volt with the Boston tea party and said 
Americans who recall Valley Forge and 
the struggles of the colonists to throw 
off the yoke of King George must sym- 
pathize with the Irish and wish them 
luck in any attempt to regain their en- 
tity as a nation. 

In the course of his talk Judge Ryan 
said it was his belief that Arthur Grif- 
fith, originator and organizer of the 
Sinn Fein, had been executed with F. 
Sheehy Skeffington, without trial and 
for no apparent offense. The news re- 
perts, he said, related that Skeffington, 
a newspaper editor, was shot with ‘“‘two 
other journalists,’’ and the identity of 
these latter still is a mystery here. He 
believes, he said, they were Griffith and 
Eulmer Hobson, a retired journalist.

SHANGHAI, May 16.—The Governor- 
General at Hanol, capital of French 
Indo-China, has ordered King Duytan 
of Annam deposed on charges of com- 
plicity in riots which occurréd in the 
towns of Quang-Ngai and Quang-Nan. 

The riots were speedily suppressed. 
The King of Annam has been prac- 
tically a figurehead since 1907 when the 
French established a protectorate over 
the country similar to that maintained 
by the British in Esypt. Several upris- 
ings against French rule have occurred 
in Indo-China, within the last three 
years and martial law was proclaimed 
throughout the greater part of the ter- 
ritory last month.

PARIS, May 16.—Apparently inflamed 
by and by that his wife 
wouid leave him immediately after the 


forthcoming marriage of her daughter, 
George Washington Lopp of New York, 
a leading member of the Committee of 
the American Ambulance Hospital, at- 
tacked his wife, Clara Lapp, widely 
known as “Lady Nicotine,” and his 
stepdaughter, Sofia Cueto Machain, and 
beat both women into unconsciousness. 
He used either the butt of a revolver 
or a chisel. 

The attack occurred early Thursday 
merning in the Lopp residence in Rue 
de la Boetie, but owing to secrecy main- 
teined by the police and the ambulance 
officials, the facts did not become pub- 
lic at once. Mrs. Lopp and Miss -Ma- 
chain were: taken to a hospital and after 
treatment were removed to the home of 
the former’s father, Geveristo Machain, 
a former Paraguan diplomat. 

Lopp was arrested a few minutes aft- 
er the attack, but subsequently was re- 
leased, pending a police inquiry. He 
admitted he struck the women; but de- 
nied using a revolver, saying a chisel 
was his only weapon. Apparently. the 
weapon used is an important point, 
under French law. Lopp is still on duty 
at the American Hospital.

digecretion in its formation. If the judgment used 
was a criterion of what they would do in govern- 
ing Ireland, then Ireland is far better without 
, their government. 
Ireland has over 70 loyal nationalist representa- 


tives (including the Ulster Unionists she has, of| 


ccurse, 103 members in all) in the British Par- 
lilament, duly elected and solidly supported by the 
good clergy, as well as 90 per cent of the people 
of Leinster, Munster and Connaught—men who 
have been achieving marvelous successes through 
active agitation and legislation. Landlordism has 
been abolished,.pensions for the aged have been 
secured, home rule is on the statute book and 
presperity anew has come with the strengthen- 
ing of friendly relations between Ireland and 
her relative-neighbor across the channel. Con- 
fronted by these facts, how can any native of 
Ireland be so ungrateful as to cease supporting 
Mr. Redmond and his party because a certain 
clique who --ere always dissenters misinterpret 
 h's war diplomacy? 

Yes, it was this band of dissenters who were 
roused to action and given auxiliary aid by the 
inetigator, Germany. It was they who thought 
England \7as beginning to totter.

and indignation at the finding of German con- 
verts, German sympathizers, German enemies 
among those Irish she had begun to trust. 

Let us end empty vituperative oratory and re- 
plece it for co-operative intelligence in educat- 
ing the world in Ireland's just cause.

EX-GOV. HADLEY’S, DIAGNOSIS. 

Ex-Governor Hadley‘s diagnosis of Missouri ills 
is not disposed of by an inquiry as to why he 
did not, as Governor, and does not now supply 
the necessary public leadership for their correc- 
tion. 

When Mr. Hadley was Governor, Democratic 
control of one or both branches of the Legisla- 
ture prevented him from having an undivided 
responsibility for state affairs. No other oppor- 
tunities for specializing in Missouri conditions 
are to be compared with those afforded by a term 
as executive and he is at least performing a pres- 
ent service by giving the public the benefit of his 
mature conclusions. 

As indices of our progress, he directs attention 
to our large area of lands that are uncultivated 
the low crop production per acre of lands that 
are cultivated, our high illiteracy statistics, the 
execrable roads and inadequate railroad system 
that prevent certain portions of the State from 
being knit together as closely with other portions 
as they should be and our poor schools. _— 

He goes direct to the heart of the most un- 
satisfactory of conditions by pointing out the 
impossibility of securing an efficient discharge 
o” State functions on revenues which are rendered 
inadequate by reason of our lax system of taxa- 
tion. 

He conjectures that the lack of responsiveness 
to appeals for betterments is due to the diverse 
interests of different sections of the State whose 
relatively greater concern in their home affairs, 
as compared with State affairs, makes them less 
susceptible to the prompting of State pride. 

But obviously the conjecture does not go deep 
enough. All the larger states have self-centered 
subdivisions absorbed in their own concerns.

in those states apparently have not proved as 
great a bar to progress as in this State. 

But the ex-Governor is right in suggesting that 
the time has come for a frank acknowledgment 
of our delinquencies and the creation of a more 
public-spirited sentiment by the agencies of pub- 
licity. Particularly is he right in pleading for a 
let up on flamboyant eulogies of “imperial Mis- 
sourt and her rippling streams and bosky dells” 
and for taking an account of stock that will 
show us exactly where we stand. 

Without a mention of the subject, the former 
Governor makes one of the most powerful ap- 
peals for a new Constitution that has yet to 
come to public knowledge.

Lay 
cnions in pan, pour in 2 cups of stock 
or Water and cook gently 1 hour. These 
are delicious and nice for a change. 


Strawberry Whip—Dissolve 1 pack- 
age of strawberry gelatine in 1 pint 
of boiling water, pour into mold and 
set in a cool place. When set, burt 
not hard, put into gelatine 2 heaping 
tablespoonfuls of whipped cream 
(sweetened to taste), % cup of walnuts 
and 3 or 4 maraschino cherries cut into 
small pieces.

Call to Duty, Rabbi Says at 
Military Funeral. 


NEW YORK. May %6>-The military 
f-neral of Private William Cohen of 
Troop A, Fourteenth Cavalry. who was 
killed May & at Glen Springs, Tex., in 
a raid of Mexican bandits, was held in 
the Hebrew Tabernacle, 218 West 130th 
street, Sunday morning 

The body of the young soldier, whe 
was killed when defending an adobe hut 
with eight companions against a force 
of Mexicans, vas taken to the taber- 
nacle- on a caisson d-ap-d with the 
American flag and escorted by a guard 
from Governor's Island, under command 
of Corporal Frank Kercma. There Were 
also old comrades from Fort Totten, 
where Cohen was a Ccrporal of coast 
artillery for six years. 

The funeral was under the auspices »f 
Manhattan Camp, Spanish War Veter- 
ans and the Hebrew Veterans of the 
War With Spain. The Twenty-sixth 
Battalion, United States Boy Scouts, 
Maj. Robert G. Greenfield commanding, 
also did escort duty. 

Rabbi Edward Lissman, in his ser- 
mon. pointed out that Cohen had earty 
proved himself patriotic, going into the 
army at 17. 

“There never was a time in history 
when the Jew was not ready to answer 
the call to duty on the battlefield,’ said 
the rabbi. “This lad, in the face of 
over vhelming odds, stood at his post 
and fell heroically—a man. There is 
something grand about those nine men 
who stood against 3) banditti with no 
thought of surrender.”’

NEW YORK, May 16.—The Even-

“The general tendency towards re- 
covery, visible on the Stock Ex- 
change ever since the latest crisis 
with Berlin was averted, continued 
to show itself today, . but almost 
wholly under the auspices of profes- 
sional speculators. 

“As is usual nowadays, under such 
circumstances, the industrial shares 
held the center of the stage. In some 
of them the advance was violent. It 
was followed rather promptly, how- 
ever, by occasional reactions, which 
in turn were checked by the rapid 
bidding up of other highly specula- 
tive shares. Standard investment 
stocks moved little and were ex- 
tremely inactive. On the whole, it 
was not a market to take over- -seri- 
ously. 

‘The absence of visible participation 
by the genuine outside public may have 
several causes. Perhaps the strongest 
is the idea, entertained with really as- 
tonishing unanimity in business circles, 
that the war may end suddenly, and 
that our own financial and industrial 
ria oa when it ends, is unusually ob- 


AMI things considered, this spirit of 
doubt. and the warnings which business 
men constantly address to one another, 
constitute in this respect a favorable 
omen—that they place actual barrier in 
the way of that reckless optimism and 
wild speculation which prudent men had 

feared last year more than any other 
possibility in” the situation. 

“As to whether we shall have peace— 
before next winter, at any rate—that is 
another question. But in the present 
status of the financial and industrial 
markets, restraint is probably the very 
best form of preparedness.”’ 


$2,400,000 Gold Comes in. , 
“Announcement that $2,400,000 more 
old had been received today at New 
ork from the Bank of England's re- 

serve at Ottawa brought the total ar- 
rivals of-.the past week to $6,400, In 
amount, this movemént is not particu- 
larly atriking; but the circumstances 
which have caused it are such as to 
point to the possibility, at least, of an 
interesting turn in the international gold 
movement. 

“In round figures, New York exported 
$100,000.000 to the Bank of England’s 
Canadian or English branches during 
the five months after the outbreak of 
the war. Then, with the opening of 
1915, came the sudden movement wv 
sterling exchange in New York’s favor, 
and out of the wholly unprecedented 
$451,900,000 gold imported by us during 
that year $219,000,000 came from Canada 
and $109,000,000 direct from London. 

“But this movement also stopped, with 
the concerted measures of the ombard 
street bankers towards the end of last 
year, to keep the sterling exchange rate 
above the figure at which gold ship- 
ments to New York were profitable. 
During the three past months only tri- 
fling amounts of gold have come “sf 
New York from England or Canada; 
one or two months we have sent eee 
gold to those two markets than we have 
received from them.
